WRECKED 


Pressmen Lose Homes 


Chungking, July 8. 
The British Embassy was com- 
pletely destroyed when two 
Japanese bombs landed ‘in the 
compound during an alr ratd this 
morning, the fourth successive 
day of intensive raids. 


. Alarm sirens shricked at 8 a.m. 
when 18 Japanese bombers flew over 
the capital and-concentrated on two 
square miles in the western suburbs, 
where the Britikh and other embas- 
sles and Press Hostel are located. 


‘One of the bombs which fell in the 
Embassy made « direct hit on the 
Ambassador's study in the main cen- 
tre building and another landed on 
tho lawn in front of the Chancery, 
causing the ground floor to collapse 
and makingt the whole building un- 
tenable. Alt documents had pre- 
viously been removed: . 


The Embassy staf! is now without 


Working quurters as the Embassy's 


other building where the Counsellor, 
Sir Arthur Blockburn lived, was 
demdlished in the raid on June 28. 
The main bullding had been slightly 
damaged in previous raids but had 
been repaired.

After more than three. months’ 
visit in Singapore under Chinese 
Government instructions’ to bring 
about closer coilaboration between 
British Matoya and China, Mr_Phillp 
K. C, Tyau, former Chinese Consul- 
in Singapore and now 
Forelgn Affairs Commissioner {or 
Kwangtung and Kwangst, has return- 
ed to Hongkong. . . 


Interviewed, Mr Tyau declared that 
perfect understanding exists between

Lower Grades of Rice May 
Be Sold, Cheaper 


The following are the minutes of : 


the ninth mecting. of the Equitable 
Rice Sales Fund Committee, held at 
Medical Headquarters on Monday. 


Présetit were the Rev, W. H. Alton, 
the’ Rev. C. Brown, Mr E, L. Curtis,

No reply had been received from 
Government in connexion with the 
Committee's. project to sell cooked 
rice, at the Wanchai Market Rice 
Depot, but it was hoped to be able 
to report that Government was pre- 
pared to support the project at the 
next meeting. 


Sale of Vegetables 


Pursuant to the decision at the 
previous meeting, the Chairman 
stated that he had ‘communicated 
with the Chairman: of the Vegetable 
Fruit Owners and Employees Guild 
asking for permission from the Guild 
for un accredited representative of 
the Committee to ‘attend purchases 
and sales by ‘the “Chin , 
(weigher) and Laans. Up to 
time of the mecting, no reply had 
been received from the . Gulld. 
Meanwhile, investigations were belng 
made in the New Territories regard- 
ing the quantity and quality of 
veretables likely to be available for 
sale to the Committee's representa- 
tives. Approval .was given for the 


i acquisition from- Messrs -Lowe,--Bing-- 


ham & Matthews of certain premises 
near Kam Tin Village at a cost of 
$150 and for the fitting out of these 
ns a receiving depot for vegetables. 
Here vegetables would be weighed 


in the presence of the farmers them- | 


selves and then transported to market 
through the good offices of Mr Young 
Tsun Dart, . 


The Chairman emphasised that the 
whole transaction would be carricd 
out on a-purely economic basis, and 
not with unpaid volunteer personnel 
ns In the cnse of the Committee's 
rice depots; the object being to asccr~ 
tain how cheaply vegetables could 
be sold to the general public at the 
same time giving such recompense to 
the farmers as would encourage them 
to cultivate more vegetables. . 

It wos decided that the project 
should start on the Ist day of the 
Intercnlary Sixth Moon. ‘ 


Grades and Prices of Rice 


The Chairman drew the attention 
of members to the notice in the 
Government Gazette of July 4 re- 
qilring all rice retallers to display 
the prices’ of the varlous grades of 
rice on sale in: their shops for the 
information of the buylng public. 
He felt thnt the Committee might 
regard this us one of thelr smaller 
achievements in their campalgn 
against the exploitation of the com- 
munity.

The New York researcher's started 
with the suspicion’ that it would be 
impossible to Immunise against pollo 
by using products of the dead virus 
—dead bacteria are ‘often used to 
provide immunity against bacterla- 
caused diseases such as typhold fever. 
So they went to work with the Hv- 
ings virus, using virus which came 
from .a child stricken with infantile 
paralysis. ; : . 

Worl With Monkeys : 

In their carly experiments they 
worked with monkeys, the animals 
ordinarily used by researchers in 
thls Meld. They produced ll the 
symptoms of polio my Injecting them 
with the virus they had started with 
und ulso with virus taken from mon- 
keys to which they had already given 
the disease, 

Then, after the carlier work of Dr 
Charles Armstrong of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, Drs Jungeblut 
and Sanders took’ virus obtained from 
the monkeys they had worked with 
and injected this into pa North Caro- 
lina cotton rat, a peculiar little anl- 
mal that looks like a cross between a 
uinea pig and.a rat. 

But the cotton rat did not come 
down with pollomyclitis. 

Undaunted, the Columbla = re- 
searchers prepared an “soup” from 
the ground-up brain of the cotton 
rat and Injected this into another 
cotton rat. This one did come 
down with pollo, Indleating that 
the virus had. been present but 


twelve and a half miles. 


Inactive in the first one. 


From this infected cotton rat Drs 
Jungeblut and Sanders prepared a 
mixture, which they Injected into 
White-~ mice;- once—-again~producing 
poliomyclitis, Then came a more 
crucial test. 

The researchers ‘injected monkeys 
with some of the orlginal virus which 
was known to infect them, and 
simultancously they injected — the 
sume-monkeys with the virus from 
the’ -white mice. These “monkeys 
were {mmunised—they did not de- 
velop paralysis, although other mon- 
keys, not protected by the living 


|virus from the white mice, did, when 


Injected with the same monkey virus, 
The same thing happened when the 
mouse virus was injected 24. hours 
after the monkey virus, ; 
Experiment With Mice 
In their latest work, as reported to 
the Federated Biological audience, 
the two New Yorkers tried to infect 
uulnea pigs, with the strain of 
goliomyclitis ‘taken from the white 
mice. This was a fent which, In the 
25 years that scientlsts have been 
studying this crippling disease, no 
ene had succeeded in accomptishing. 

Guinen pigs are commonly used by 
experimenters: because In. mony cases 
their reactions are so similar to those 
of humans. . 

Drs Jungeblut and Sanders gave 
the gulnea pigs thelr white mouse 
virus by mouth and through the 
nose, but nothing happened to 
them. But when they injected it 
directly Into*® the brain, they re-. 
norted to-day, the guinea ple» 
were stricken with pollo. 3 
And then they found that the same 

guinen pigs which had been given the 
virus orally and nasaliy and had not 
been stricken were Immune to heavy 
doses put directly into thelr brains.

CHICAGO.—New advances, which may’ eventually result. in bringing unden 
control infantile paralysis, the scourge of childhood, were described here to a mect- 
ing of the Federated Biological Societies by Dr C. W. Jungeblut and Dr Murray 
Sanders of the Columbia University College of Physicians and Surgeons. : 
Continuing an experiment, which “has produced amazing 
results since they began it over a year ago, Drs Jungeblut and 
Sanders told how they had succeeded in giving the same strain 


The work did not stop at that 
point, however. Virus taken direct- 
ly from monkeys would not infect 
guinen pigs. It was only when the 
virus had passed through the cotton 
rat and the white mouse that it had 
any effect, 

But ‘Drs Jungeblut and Sanders 
took the virus from the infected 
guinea pigs, and with this they suc- 
ceeded: in infecting monkeys with 
pollo. Extensive tests then made 
showed-—-the -virus— in--tho--monkay, 
white mouse, cotton rat and guinea 
pig to be the same. © : 

Latest Immunity 

The latest development is of great 
importance. It shattered the existing 
belicf that neither mice nor guinea 
pigs could be infected with 
poliomyclitis. It advances a fruitful 
line of research in polio Immunisa- 
tion and’ opens up a new line of 
thought concerning Iutent immunity 
in human belngs. It may, In fact 
explain why pollo cpidemics among 
humans fall off as suddenly as they 
begin, id 

The paper read ulso indicated that 
apparently the virus undergoes some 
mysterious change in different ani- 
ma’; so that, while It would not in- 


fect guinea pigs when taken directly |. 


from monkeys, it would Infect them 
after it bas passed through the other 
animals. This last discovery Is like- 
ly to be of great Importance through- 
out the large. fleld of diseases, which 
are caused by viruses~Iinfluenzn, the 
common cold, yellow fever, measles 
and rables, to name a few. 

The work is not yct ready to be 
tried on humans, but that stage may 
not be too far off. ~

Apparent = misunderstanding 
tenants of the interpretation of the 
Prevention of Evictions Ordinance 
was commented upon by the Pulsne 
Judge, Mr Justice P, E. F. Cressall, 
In the Summary Court yesterday, 
when he heard a case between Tong 
Cheung, of 1 Rutland Quadrant, 
Kowloon Tong, and To Wing, of 312

Hennessy Road, fi floor, Wanchal. 
Tong claimed ‘possession of 312 Hen- 
nessy Rond, first floor, mesne profits 
at the rate of $40 per month from 
April 26, and, casts. 


Reserving judgment in the case 
until Friday, his Lordship sald that 
come misunderstanding scemed - to 
have arisen from the Ordinance. 
Many tenants ‘appeared to be under 
the impression that the Ordinance 
was solely for the purpose of pro- 
tecting them from Jandlords, and, 
because of this, they could owe rent 
und still be protected. That was 
not the position at all, he sald. The 
Ordinance presupposed that a -con- 
tractual relationship “ between — the 
landlord and the tenant had been 
carried out, and, unless o tenant

Mr Zimmern said that’ he under- 
slood the defence was relying on 
the Ordinance, but he would prove 
that, since Defendant had not paid 
rent within 14 days after it: was 
duc, he was not entitled to protec- 
tion. Plaintiff w the - managing 
partner of the Kok Bakery, oc- 
cupying the ground floors of 310- 
312 Hennessy Road, and held a lease 
of the premises [n addition to an- 
othor-flat,—that- occupied_by-Defen- 
dant. Defendant was a tenant be- 
fore Plalntif¥ took over the lease, 
and, after Plaintiif became landlord, 
became irregulur in his payment of 
rent. 


Notice to quit was-served on De- 
fendant on March 12, at which date 
five months’ rent was duc.

Navy Not Keen 


"When the invasion preparations 
* were at thelr belght German Naval 
oMecers were asked how the Invasion 
could be accomplished, . They frank- 
Jy replied: "We think not at-all, we 
do not want it, but the Army want 

it: they will probably get it! 

“The Germans were anything but 
cocksure about things.”” They had 
hundreds of Rhine barges, the whcel- 
houses of which had been cut away 
and special bows bullt, to enable 
tunks and artillery to be carried.

_German campaign to raise food this year and although 
much more land than last year will be placed under cul- 
tivation, there is much anxiety in Germany.

Tests On Guinea Pigs Point 
To Infantile Paralysis Curb 


‘ CHICAGO.—New -advances, which may eventually result in ‘bringing . undev 
control infantile paralysis, the scourge of childhood, were described here to a meet- 
‘ing of the Federated Biological Societies by ‘Or C. W. Jungeblut and Dr Murray 
Sanders of the Columbia University College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Continuing an experiment, which has produced amazing 
results since they began it over a year ago, Drs Jungeblut and 
Sanders told how they had succeeded in giving the same strain 
of the poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) virus’ which infects 
humans to guinea pigs and how they had then immunised other 


guinea pigs against this same strain. 
been, carried on with human beings. 


A_ virus is a living agent, 
smaller, for example, than 
-bacteria. Viruses cause such 
diseases —ay—yellow—fever —or- 
smallpox as well as_ infantile 
paralysis. mos 

The NeW York researchers started 
with the suspicion that it would be 
Impossible to Immunise against potio 
by using products of the dead virus 
—dend bacterin are often used to 
provide immunity — against bacteria- 
caused diseases such as typhoid fever. 
So they went to worls with the liv- 
Ing virus, using virus which came 
from a child stricken with Infantile 
paralysis. : 

Work With Monkcys- 

In their . carly experiments ‘they 
worked with monkeys, the animals 
ordinarily used by researchers In 
this “field. They produced all the 
symptoms of polio by injecting them 
with the virus they had started with 
and also with virus taken from mon- 
keys to which they had already given 
the disease, 

Then, after the carller work of Dr 
Charles Armstrong of the U.. S. 
Publle Health Service, Drs Jungeblut 
and Sanders took’ virus obtained from 
the monkeys they had warked with 
and injected this into a North Caro- 
lina cotton rat, a pecullar little anl- 
mal that looks Hke a tross between a 
“suinen plg and a rat,

But the cotton rat did not come 
down with’ poliomycliltis. . 

Undaunted, the Columbia re- 
searchers prepared n “soup” from 
the ground-up brain of the cotton 
rat and Injected this into another 
cotton rat. This one did come 
-down with pollo, Indicating that 
the virus had been present but 
inactive In the first one. 


No experiments hate 


From thls infected cotton rat Drs 
Jungeblut und Sanders prepared a 
mixture, which they Injected into 
white mice, once again producing 
pollomyelltis;~ Then came “a more 
crucial test. 

The .researchers injected monkeys 
with some of the orlginal virus which 
wus known -to Infect’ them, and 
simultancously they Injected the 
same monkeys with the virus from 
the white. mice. These monkeys 
were immunised~they did not de- 
velop paralysis, although other mon- 
keys, not protected by | the living 
virus from the white mice, did, when 
Injected with the same monkcy virus. 
The same thing happened when the 
mouse virus was Injected 24 hours 
after the monkey virus, ° : 

Experiment With Mice 
In their Jatest work, as reported to 

the Federated Biological audience, 
the two New Yorkers tried to infect 
guinen pigs, with the strain of 
eollomyelitis taken from the white 
mice. This was a feat which, in‘ the 
25 years that scientists have been 
studying, this crippiing disease, no 
one had succeeded in accomplishing. 

Guinea pigs are commonly, used by 
experimenters because in many, cases 
their reactions are so similar to those 
of humans. ; 

Drs Jungeblut.and Sanders gave 
the guinea pigs their white mouse 
virus by mouth and through the 
nose, but nothing - happened to 
them. But when they Injected it 
directly into the brain, they. re- 
ported to-day, the .gulnca = pign 
were stricken with pollo. — - 

And then they found that the same 
nuinea pits which had been given the 
virus orally and riasally and had not 
been stricken were immune to henvy 
doses put directly Into thelr brains. 


The work did not stop at ‘that 


point, however, Virus taken direct- 
ly from monkeys would not infect 
guinea pigs. It was only when the 
virus had passed through the cotton 
rat and the white mouse that it had 
any .effect. 

But ‘Drs Jungeblut and Sanders 
took the virus from the Infected 
guinea pigs, and with this they suc- 
ceeded in infecting monkeys with 
polio, Extensive tests then made 
showed the virus in the monkey, 
White“ motise, cotton” ratCand “guinea” 
pig to be the same. . 

Latest Immunity 

The latest development Is of great 
importance. It shattered the existing 
belief that neither mice nor guinea 
pigs could be — infected with 
poliomyelitis. It advances a fruitful 
Mne of research In polio. immunisa- 
tlon nnd opens'up a new Hne of 
thought concerning latent immunity 
in human beings. It may, in fact 
explain why pollo epidemics among 
humans fall cf! as suddenly os they 
begin. . 

The paper read also Indicated that 
apparently the virus undergoes some 
mysterious change in different ani- 
mals so that, while it would not in- 
fect guinca pigs when talcen directly 
from monkeys, it would infect them 
after it has passed through the other 

aimals, This last discovery is Uke- 
y to be of great importance through- 
yut the large field of diseases, which 
‘re caused by viruses—Influenza, the 
‘ommon cold, yellow fever, measles 
ind rabics, to name a few. 

The work is not yet ready to be 
‘ried on humans, but. that stage may 
1ot be too far off.

TOKYO, July 8 (Domei)y—The 
retail prices in June: continucd to 
show an upward tendency with the 
average index figure registering a 
0.2 per cent, rise over June of last 
year ond a 633 per cent. increase 
over June of 1937 just preceding the 
outbreak of the Sino-Japancse con= 
flict, 2 Commerce and Industry 
Ministry survey disclosed. 

With December of 1929 as the basis, 
the retail price Index figure for June, 
this year, showed foodstuffs at 104.4, 
(the only Item showing a decline of 
0.1 per cent. from May); clothing at 
183.3, rise of 0.9; fucl at 130.3; a 
rise of 0. uilding materlals at 210, 
no rise of ; and miscellancous items 
at 173.0, a rise of 0.2, 

According to -the survey, three 
major cities registered declines in 
retail price indices from’ May. Tokyo 
declined by 0.3.to 164.5, Osaka by 0.1 
to 149.2, and Kobe by 1.5 ‘to ‘175.9, 
while Yokohama registered 161.3, a 
rise of 0.9, Nagoya 179.6, a rise of 0.5, 
and Nagasaki 159.2, 0 rise of 0.5.

Referring to Hitler's attempts to 
conquer Grent Britain, M. Litvinov 
nald that the {allure showed’ that 
Hitler “has not yet the training of a 
Channel swimmer, ‘Though he de- 
cided to start the blitzkrieg in the 
enst, it is already clear that Hitler 
‘was out of his reckoning ns to the 
lightning charocter of the Blitz 
blow.” 

German's treacherous attack on the 
peaceful Soviet Union in the face of 
the pact of non-nggression between 
the two countries, confirmed by 
Hitler in repeated ond. solemn de- 
darations, has furnished the world 
with fresh, and overwhelming 
evidence that no country, whatever 
its politics, can feel secure is Jong as 
Nazism nnd Hitlerism exist. 

ne At A Time 

Hitler’s chief alm is to strike onc 
adversary at an time. That Is why 
we should strike together and simul- 
tancously and untiringly. _ Each. blow 
struck now will be ten times more 
effective and will entail infinitely less 
expenditure and sacrifice than if de- 
livered later. 5 

After paying tribute to the states- 
maniike acitfmen revealed in Mr 
Churchill's announcement on the 
day of the German attack, M. Lit- 
vinov sald that “we no Jess recognise 
wlint the menace of a Hitler victory 
In the West World would constitute 
for us.” 

No Insurance In Peace 

M. Litvinov said, “No pence that 
could be made would be protection 
against a renewed attack at any time. 
Without war, Hitler can sce no point 
in living. - 3 . 

“Fields sonked in blood, towns re- 
duced to smoke and heaps of ashes; 
hunger and poverty, the tears of 
mothers, wives and sisters—all these 
compose the element in which Hitler 
feels happy and_ comfortable.

much more land than last year will be placed under cul- 
tivation, there is much anxiety in Germany. ~ 


In part, it ts pointed out, this is 
because all the occupicd territories 
are even more dependent on thelr 
imports of agricultural produce than 
is Germany Itself—where food pro-

In accordance with plans which 
are now_ beginning to be put into 
effect, every scrap of arable soll in

Though the number and. varicty 
of the samples of merchandise and 
trade which were offercd were ns 
jtircat as” ever, comparatively -~ little 
could actually be purchased for home 
consumption, owlng tothe dearth of 
staple and natural raw materials and 
even more to the acute shortage of 
skilled labour, while on the other 
hand the amount available for the 
home market was restricted by 
rationing: and military orders had the 
first claim. 


Ersatz Materials 


One of the most striking features 
of all sections of the Falr was the 
employment of substitute materials, 
that being most noticeable In textiles 
and packing materials destined for 
home consumption.

‘Tests On Guinea Pigs Point — 
To Infantile Paralysis Curb. 


CHICAGO.—New advances, which*may eventually result’ in bringing unden 
control infantile paralysis,.the scourge of childhood, were described here to a.mect- 
ing of the Federated: Biological Societies by Dr C. W. Jungeblut- and Dr Murray 
Sanders of the Columbia University College of Physicians and Surgeons. - : 

Continuing an experiment, which has produced amazing 
results since they began it over a year ago, Drs Jungeblut and - 
Sanders told how they had succeeded in giving the same strain 
of the poliomyclitis (infantile paralysis) virus which infects 
humans to guinea pigs and how they had then immunised other. 


guinea pigs against this same strain. 


No experiments hate 


been carried on with human beings, 


A virus is a living agent, 
smaller,--_for—_ example,__than. 
bacteria, . Viruses cause such 
diseases as yellow fever or 
smallpox as well as. infantile 
paralysis. : : 

The New York researchers started 
with the suspicion that it would be 
impossible to immunise against polio 
by using products of the dead virus 
—dead bacteria are often used to 
provide immunity against bacteria- 
caused diseases such as typhoid fever, 
So-they went to work with the liv- 
ings virus, using virus which came 
from a child stricken with infantile 
paralysis. 

Work With Monkeys 
In thelr early. experiments they 


‘worked with monkeys, the animals 


ordinarily used by researchers In 
this ‘fleld. They produced all the 
symptoms of polio by injecting them 
with the virus they had started with 
und also with virus taken from mon- 
keys to which they had already given 
the disease. 

Then, after the carier work of Dr 
Charles Armstrong of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, Dra: Jungeblut 
and Sanders took virus obtalned from 
the monkeys: they had warked with 
and Injected this into a North Caro- 
linn cotton rat, a pecullar little anf- 
mal that looks like a cross betwoen a 
juinea plg and a rat. : 

But the cotton rat did not come 
down with poliomyelitis, 

Undaunted, the Columbia re- 
searchers prepared a “soup” from 
tho ground-up brain of the cotton 
rat and Injected: this Into another 

, colton rat, This one did come 
down with pollo, Indicating that 
the virus-had been-present but 

Inactive in the first onc. 


From this infected cotton rat Drs 
Jungeblut_and_ Sanders prepared a 
mixture, which they Injected” into 
white mice, once’ again producing 
poliomyclitts, Then came a more 
crucial test. , : 

The researchers injected monkeys 
with some of the orlginal virus which 
was’ known to Infect them, and 
simultaneously’ they Injected the 
sume monkeys withthe virus from 
the’ white mice. These monkeys 
were immunised—they did not de- 
velop paralysis, although other mon- 
keys, not protected by the living 
virus from the white mice, did, when 
injected with the same monkey virus, 
The same thing happened when the 
mouse virus was Injected 24 hours 
after the monkey virus, ‘7 

Experiment. With Mice 

In their latest worl, as reported to 
the Federated . Biological audience, 
the two New Yorkers tricd to infect 
quinch pigs, with the strain of 
pollomyclitls taken from the white 
mice, This was a feat which, in the 
25 years that scientists have been 
studying this crippling disease, no 
ene had succeeded ‘in accomplishing. 

Guinea pigs are commonly used by 
experimenters because in many cases 
their reactions ure so almilar to those 
of humans. ‘ . 

Dra Jungeblut and Sanders gave 
the guinea pigs their white mouse 
virus by mouth and through the 
nose, but nothing - happened to 
them. But when they injected it 
directly Into the brain, they re- 
ported to-day, the guineas pig» 
were stricken with pollo. - 

And then they found that the same 
guinea pigs which had been given the 
virus orally and nasolly and had not 
been stricken were immune to heavy 
doses put directly into their brains.
